WASHINGTON. (UP). Southern 
democrats, instrumental in killing 
a wage hour bill in a bitter house 
fight last year, organized solidly 
against a new wage-hour bill and 
predicted it will be defeated if it 
reaches the house floor. 
The house labor committee, end- 
ing1 months of bickering and dead- 
lock, reported a bill designed to 
' establish a minimum wage of 40 
cents an hour and a maximum 
work week of 40 hours by gradual 
adjustment of wage-hour stand- 
ards. 
Representative McReynolds, (d., 
Tenn.), who deserted the admin- 
istration last year to aid the fight. 
against the previous bill, said that 
It is very doubtful that the new 
measure ever will reach the floor. 
Altho reported by the labor com- 
mittee, the bill must be granted a 
rule for house consideration by an 
antagonistic 
rules 
committee. 
Southern members were even more 
hostile to the new measure than 
the one killed last year, since the 
earlier measure had provided dif- 
ferentials in favor of the south.

The Japanese army's spokesman 
at Shanghai refused to deny or 
confirm the conclusion of most 
neutral military experts here that 
the Japanese army suffered 
a 


major disaster, its first in modern 
times, in the recent battle

southei n Shantung. 
Experts said conservative esti- 
mates indicated Japanese forces 
had suffered more than 50 percent 
casualties in fighting of the past 
ten days, in which they were 
thrown back from Taierhchwang 
on the grand canal to Yihsien, 20 
miles to the northwest. 
Japanese forces maintained a 


stonewall defense at Yihsien, a 
battered spearhead of their drive 
against the Lunghai railway. 
Japan's premier Prince Konoye 
was reported ready to resign be- 
cause of a split among his min- 
isters over the war. The premier 
was believed to be leading- a mod- 
erate clement opposed to with,- 
rirawlng troops from Manchukuo 
in an effort to smash the Chinese. 
Involved was the foar that soviet 
Russia might choose to strike at 
a war-weakened Japan. 


The new French government 
"invited" employers and 160,000 
striking workers to reach a pence 
by next Tuesday under an ulti- 
matum-like warning that other- 
wise Premier Daladier would use 
his dictatorial authority "for the 
common good.'

HELD BLAMELESS 


IN FATAL CRASH 


Coroner's Jury Finds Van 


Petten "Came to Death 


in Car Accident." 


A coroner's jury found Howard 


Brooks, 67, 2410 Vine at, blame- 
less in connection with the crash 
at 23rd and Q streets at 5:05 p. m. 
Wednesday, that resulted In the 
death of C, I. Van Petten, 48, 346 
No. 30th st., at 5:15 a. m. Thurs- 
day. 


"We the jury do find that C. I. 


Petten came to his death in a car 
accident at 23rd and Qf' Lincoln, 
Neb., having been struck by a car 
driven by Howard Bi ooks. 
We 
hold Brooks blameless," read the 
verdict brought in by the five man 
jury. 
The inquest, held at Helmsdoer- 
fer's funeral home, was not pro- 
ductive of much additional in- 
formation concerning the crash. 


Neither car was speeding ac- 
cording to four witnesses who 
actually saw_ them collide. Their 
estimates on" speeds varied from 
20 to 25 miles per hour. Witnesses 
also stated that neither driver 
made an apparent effort to swerve 
and avoid the crash. 


Says Looked Carefully. 


Mr. Brooks testified that he had 
looked carefully before entering 
the intersection, driving south on 
U3rd street, and that he did not 
see the Van Petten car till it was 
"about ten feet away." 
"It went by like a flash," he 
stated. 
"I first saw It," he testified, 
"when it was immediately In front 
of me. I was driving* about 17 to 
18 miles an hour. 
"It was too late to swerve." 
Brooks declared he does not re- 
member distinctly trying to put 
on his brakes but that he believes 
he did so instinctively. 
Each witness had mentioned the 
Brooks car as going over the curb 
and proceeding nearly a half block 
before stopping after the crash. 


Mr. Brooks asked an opportun- 
ity to explain this fact. 


"My coupe had a folding seat to 
the right of the driver's seat," he 
said, "this was taken out. 
"The impact was sufficient to 
shake me off the seat." 


Still Held Wheel. 


He said he found himself sitting- 
in the bottom of the car but still 
hanging on to the wheel. The car 
had been deflected from its course

dent Roosevelt promised to send 
a new tax message to congress as 
housti and senatt

reached deadlock in their battle 
over the undistributed profits and 
capital gains levies. 
His announcement at his press 
conference took the edge off con- 
tioversy of congressional con- 
ferees' over the Borah amendment 
to the 55,331,000,000 tax bill which 
would

federal 


bonds to regular taxation but 
would exempt state and local gov- 
ernment security issues. 
The development centered the 
conference struggle on the two 
major issues — senate elimination 
of the undistributed profits tax 
and drastic modification of the 
levy on capital gains. 
In full 
rebellion against Mr. 
Roosevelt's demand that the prof- 
its tax be 'reinstated in skeleton 
form and the capital gains levy 
be restored to the form approved 
by the house, senate conferees 
moved for adjournment 15 min- 
utes after the conference com- 
mittee began work. 
Chairman L. Doughton (d., N. 
C.), of the house ways and means 
committee, told the senate con- 
ferees that the house is standing 
firm on its version of the bill. 
At a complete impasse, the con- 
ference adjourned until Monday.

IN CAR CRASH 


Six Students in Overturned 


Auto After Collision at 


14th and Pawnee. 


A car bearing six Rokeby high 


school seniors overturned at 14th 
and Pawnee after a collision about 
9:40 a, m. Friday, which injured 
three g-irl students, one seriously. 
The young people, northbound, in 
an auto driven by Clayton Robin- 
son, 18, Route No. 1, were enroute 
to a downtown studio to have their 
senior pictures taken when their 
car collided with an auto driven 
by Ben McKeen, West O, who was 
uninjured. He was going east on 
Pawnee. 
Ruth Runge, 16, Route No. 1, 
was the most seriously hurt, suf- 
fering a multiple fracture of the 
pelvis, a fractured collarbone and 
several deep lacerations on the 
body. Dr. Clarence Emerson de- 
scribed her condition as serious 
but not critical. Patricia Evans, 
18, Route No. 1, received, a small 
pelvic 
fracture, 
and 
Harriet 
Brandt, 16, Route No. 1, suffered 
a slight head injury. Neither Rob- 
inson nor his two male compan- 
ions, Almon Wilson, 18, of Route 
No. 3, and Ervin Hasse, 18, of 
Route No. 1, were injured except 
for minor cuts about the hands 
and face. The girls were taken to 
Lincoln General hospital in two 
ambulances. 
The Robinson car came to a stop 
with all four wheels in the air on 
the parking at the northeast cor- 
ner of the intersection. 
None of 
the Rokeby youths wag thrown 
out of the car. 


Both Cars Skidded. 


Skid marks on the 
pavement 
showed that Robinson applied tlie 
brakes more than 100 feet south 
of the intersection, while the east- 
bound car skided 30 feet, officers 
measured. 
Robinson told police 
he was driving about 30 miles an 
hour while McKeen estimated he 
was driving about 25. 
John Steinmiller, 700 C, and 
Russell Ellerton, 18?9 M, who were 
in a parked car near the intersec- 
tion, witnessed the crash and lifted 
the car from one of the girls who 
was partially pinned underneath.

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President's Fireside Chat 


WASHINGTON 
UPJ. The text 


of President Roosevelt's radio ad- 
dress Thursday night tollowa: 


Five months have gone by since 
l last spoke to the people of the 
nation about the state of the na- 
tion. 1 had hoped to be able to 
defer this talk until next week 


• because, as we all ynow, this is 


Holy week. But what I want to 
cay to you, the people ot the coun- 
try, is of such Immediate need and 
relates so closely to the lives of 
human beings and the prevention 
of human suffering that I have 
felt that there should be no de- 
lay. 


in thla decision 1 have 
been 


strengthened by the thought fhat 
by speaking this mgnt there may 
be greater peace of mind and the 
hope ot Easter may be more ical 
at firesides everywhere, arid that 
it is not inappiopriate to encour- 
age peace when so many of us are 
• thinking of the Prince of Peace. 


Five years ago we faced a very 
serious problem of economic and 
social recovery. For four and a 
half years that recovery proceeded 
apace. It Is only in the past seven 
months that it has received a visi- 
ble setback. And it ia only within 
the past two months, as we have 
waited patiently to see whether 
the forces of business itself would 
counteract it, that it Jbas become 
apparent that government itself 
can no longer safely fall to take 
aggressive government steps to 
meet it. 


Says Conditions Sound, 


This recession has not retuined 


us to the disasters and sufferings 
of the beginning of 1933. Your 
money in the bank is safe; farm- 
ers are no longer in Jeep distress 
and 
have 
greater 
purchasing 
powers; dangers of security spec- 
ulation have been minimized; na- 
tional income is almost 50 per- 
cent higher than in 1932, and gov- 
ernment has an established and ac- 
cepted responsibility for relief. 


But I know that many of you 


have lost your jobs or have seen 
your friends or members of your 
families lose their jobs, and 1 do 
not propose that the government 
shall pretend not to see these 
things. I know that the effect of 
our present difficulties has been 
uneven; that they have affected 
some groups and some localities 
seriously, but that they have been 
' 
scarcely felt In others. But I con- 
ceive the first duty of government 
is to protect the economic welfare 
of all the people in ail sections 
and in all groups. I said in my 
message opening the last session 
of congress thai if private enter- 
prise did not provide jobs this 


i 
spring, government would take up 
the slack—that I would not let the 
people down. We have all learned 
the lesson that government cannot 
afford to wait until it has lost 
power to act. 


Therefore, I have sent a message 


of farreaching importance to the 
congress. I want to read to you 
certain passages from that mes- 
sage, and to talk with you about 
them. 


In that message J analyzed the 
causes of the cohnpse of 1929 in 
these words: "Over speculation in 
and over production of practically 
every article or instrument used by 
man. Millions of people had been 
put to work, but the products of 
their hands had exceeded the pur- 
chasing power of their pocket- 
: 
books... Under the Inexorable law 
of supply and demand, supplies so 
overran demand which would pay 
that production was compelled to 
stop. Unemployment and closed 
factories resulted. Hence the tragic 
years from 1929 to 1933." 


The National Income. 


1 pointed out to the congress 
that the national income—not the 
government's income, but the total 
of the income of all the individual 
citizens and families of the United 
States—every 
f a r m e r , 
every 


worker, every banker, every pro- 
fessional man and every person 
who lived en income derived fro: 
investments—that national income 
amounted, in the year 1929, to 
81 billion dollars. By 1832 this had 
fallen to 38 billion dollars. Gradu- 
ally, and up to a few months ago, 
It had risen to a total of 68 billion 
dollars—a pretty good comeback 
from the low point. 


I then said this to the congress. 
"But the very vigor of the re- 
covery in both durable goods and 
consumers' goods brought into the 
picture early in 1937 certain highly 
undesirable practices, which were 
in large part responsible for the 
economic decline which began in 
tho latter months of that year. 
Again production outran the abil- 
ity to buy. There .were many rea- 
sons for this over production. One 
was fear—fear of war abroad, fear 
of inflation, fear of nationwide 
strikes. None of these fears have 
been borne out. Production 
in 
many important lines of goods out- 
ran the ability of the public to 
purchase them. For example, thru 
the winter and spring of 1937 cot- 
ton factories in hundreds of cases 
were running on a 
three 
shift 
basis, piling up cotton goods in the 


• factory and in tho hands of middle- 


men and tetailers. 
For example, 


also, 
nuromobile 
manufacturers 
not only turned out a normal in- 
crease of finished cars, but encour- 
aged the normal increase to run 


> into abnormal figures, using every 


known method to push their sales. 
This meant, of course, that the 
steel mills of the nation ran on 
a 24 hour basis, and the tiie com- 
panies and cotton tactories speeded 
up to meet the same type of ab- 
normally stimulated demand. The 
buying power of the nation laggec 
behind. 


"Thus bv the autumn of 193' 
the nation again had stocks on 


* 
hand which the consuming public 
could not buy because the pur- 
chasing power of the consuming 
public had not kept pace with the 
production. 


"During the same period.. .the 


f t prices of many vital products ha< 
» 
risen faster than was warranted 
...In the CAM of many commodi- 
ties the price to In* consumer was 
raised well above the Inflationary 
boom prices of 1929. In many 
lines of goods and materials, prices 
got so high that Myers and build- 
ers ceased to buy or to build. 
"The economic process of get- 


ting: out the raw materials, putting 
them thru the manufacturing an< 
finijihhig procpaaeft, 
selling them 


»o the retailers, selling them to 


* 
the consumer, and finally 
using 


t h e m , got 
completely out of 
balance. 


"The

Speak* to the Country. 


All of this 1 said to the con- 
gress and 1 repeat it to you, the 
people of the country. I went on 
to point out to the senate and the 
louse of representatives that all 
he energies of government and 
msineas must be directed to in- 
ireasing the national Income, to 
tutting more people into private 
obs, to giving security and a feei- 
ng of security to all people in all 
walks of life. 


I am constantly thinking of all 


aur people—unemployed and em- 
>loyed alike—ot t h e i r human 
iroblerns of food and clothing and 
lomes and education and health 
and oid age. You and 1 agree that 
ecurity is our greatest need—the 
chance to work, the opportunity of 
making a reasonable profit in our 
business, 
whether it be a 
very 
small business or a larger one, the 
jossibihty of selling our 
farm 


products for 
enough money 
for 
our families to live on decently. 1 
tnow these are the things that 
decide the well being of all our 
>eople. 


Therefore, 1 am determined to 


do all in my power to help you at- 
.ain that security, and because 1 
uiow that the people themselves 
lave a deep conviction that secure 
prosperity of that kind cannot be 
i lasting one except on a basis of 
business fair dealings and a basis 
where all 
from top to 
bottom 
share in prosperity, i repeated to 
.he congress that neither it nor 
lie chief executive can afford "to 
weaken or destroy great reforms 
vhich, during the past five years, 
lave been effected on behalf of 
the American people. 


•groups of measures and 1 will' 
summarize the recommendations. 
First, I asked for certain 
ap- 
propriations which are intended to 
keep the government expenditures 
for work relief and similar pur- 
poses during the 
coming 
fiscal 
year at the same rate of expendi- 
tures as at present. That includes 
additional money for the works 
progrss administration; adclitionai 
tunds for the farm security 
ad- 
ministration; additional allotments 
for the national youth administra- 
tion, and more money for the ci- 
vilian conservation corps, in order 
that it can maintain the existing 
number of camps now in opera-. 
tion. 
These 
appropriations, 
m a d e 
necessary by increased unemploy- 
ment, will cost about a billion ana 
a quarter more than the estimate*, 
which 1 sent to the congress on 
the third of January. 


Second, 1 told the congress that 
the administration 
proposes 
to 


make additional bank 
reserve^ 


available for the credit needs of 
the country. About $1.400,UOO.UUU 
of gold now in the treasury wil) be 
used to pay these additional ex- 
penses ot the government, 
and 
three-quarters of a billion dollars 
of additional credit will be made 
available to the banks by reducing 
the reserves now required by the 
federal reserve board. 
These two steps taking care of 


relief needs and adding to bank

Cannot Stop Spending. 


Therefore, 1 came to the third 


kind of government action which 
1 consider to be vital. 
I said to 
the ^congress: "You and 1 cannot 
afford to equip ourselves with two 
rounds of ammunition where three 
are necessary. 
If we stop at re- 


lief and credit, we may find our- 
selves without ammunition before

ture, in our provisions for ade- 
quate and cheaper credit for all 
;ypes of business, in our accep- 
;ance of national responsibility for 
unemployment r e l i e f , 
in our

state and local government, in our 
encouragement 
of housing, slum 
clearance and home ownership, in 
our supervision of stock exchanges 
and public utility holding 
com- 


panies and the issuance of new 
securities, in 
our provision 
for 


social security, the electorate of 
America wants no backward steps 
taken. 


We have recognized the right ot 
labor to free organization, to col- 
lective bargaining and machinery 
For the handling of labor relations 
is now in existence. 
The princi- 


ples are established even tho we 
can all admit that, thru the evo- 
lution of time, administration and 
practices can be improved. Such 
improvement can come about most 
quickly and most peacefully 
thru 


sincere efforts to understand and 
assist on the part of labor leaders 
and employers alike. 


The ever increasing- evolution of 


human society will doubtless bring 
forth new problems which will re- 
quire new adjustments. 
Our im- 


mediate task is to consolidate and 
maintain the gains achieved. 
In 


this situation there is no 
reason 
and no occasion for any American 
to allow his fears to be aroused or 
fiis "energy and enterprise to be 
paralyzed by doubt 
or 
uncer- 
inty. 


Joint Action Called For. 


I came to the conclusion that 
the present day problem calls for 
action both by the government and 
by the people, that we suffer from 
a failure of consumer demand be- 
cause of lack of buying power. It 
is up to us to create an economic 
upturn. 


"How and where can and should 


the government help to start 
ai 
upward spiral?" 
I went on to 
propose 
three 


soundness, but the very soundness 
of our democratic institutions de- 
pends on the determination of our 
government to give employment to 
idle men. The people of America 
ai e in agreement in defending 
their liberties at any cost, and the 
first line of that defense lies ,in 
the protection of economic secu- 
rity. Your government, seeking to 
protect democracy, 
must prove 


that government is stronger than 
the forces of business depression. 


Cause of Dictatorship. 


History proves tnat 
dictator- 
ships do not grow out of strong 
and successful 
governments, but 


out of weak snj helpless ones. If 
by democratic methr els people get 
a government strong enough to 
protect them from fear and star- 
vation their democracy succeeds, 
but if they do not they grow im- 
patient. Therefore, the only sure 
bulwark of continuing libst ty is a 
government 
strong 
enough and 


well enough informed to maintain 
its so\ereign control over its gov- 
mment. 
We are a rich nation; we can of- 


ford to pay for security and pros- 
perity without having to sacrifice 
our liberties into the bargain. 


In the first century of our re- 


public we were short of ca pital. 
short of workers and short of in- 
dustrial production, out we were 
rich in free land, free timber and 
free mineral wealth. The tederal 
government rightly aSsumcd the 
duty of 
promoting, business and 


the enemy is routed, 
fully equipped with 
It we are 
the 
third 
round of ammunition, we stand to 
win the battle against adversity." 


The third proposal is to makf 


definite additions to the purchas- 
ing power of the Cation by provid- 
ing new work over and above the 
continuing of the old work. 
First, to enable the U. S. hous- 
ing authority to undertake the im- 
mediate 
construction 
of 
about 
300 million dollars of additional 
slum clearance projects. 


Second, to renew a public works 
program by starting as quickly as 
possible about 1 billion 
dollars 
worth of needed permanent public- 
improvements in states, counties 
and cities. 
Third, to add 100 million dollars 


to the estimate 
for 
federal aid 
highways in excess of the amount 
1 recommended in January. 
Fourth, to add 37 million dollars 
over and above the former esti- 
mate of 63 million dollars for flood 
control and reclamation. 
Fifth, to add 25 million dollars 


additional for federal buildings in 
various parts of the country. 


Personal Liberties of People. 
In recommending this program 
I am thinking not only of the im- 
mediate economic needs of the peo- 
ple of the nation, but also oi their 
personal liberties—the most pre- 
cious possession of alJ Americans 
I am thinking ot our democracy 
and of the recent trend in other 
parts of the world away from the 
democratic ideal. 


Democracy has disappeared in 


several other great nations, not be- 
cause the people of those nations 
disliked democracy, but because 
they had grown tired of unemploy- 
ment and insecurity, of seeing 
their children hungry while they 
sat helpless in the face of govern- 
ment confusion, government weak- 
ness, thru lack of leadership in 
government. Finally, in despera- 
tion, they chose to sacrifice liberty 
in the hope of getting something 
to eat. We in America know that 
our own democratic Institutions 
can be preserved and made to 
work. 
But in order to preserve 


them we need to act together, to 
meet the problems of the nation 
boldly, and to prove that the prac- 
tical operation ot democratic gov- 
ernment Is equal to the task of 
protecting 
the security 
ot the 


people. 


Not only our future economic 


That is true in part, for th« gov- 
ernment sp«nt only a small part of 
the total, but that 
government 
spending acted as a trigger to set 
off private activity. That is why 
the total addition to our national 
n-oduction and national income 
las been so much greater than 
the contribution of tho government 
tself. 


Private Funds to Work. 


In pursuance of that thought i 


said to the congiess: "I want to 
make it clear that we do not be- 
leve that we can get an adequate 
rise In national income merely by 
.nvesting. lending cr spending pub- 
iic funds. It is essential in our 
economy that private funds be put 
to work and all of us recognize 
that such tunds are entitled to a 
fair profit." 
As national income rises, "let 


us not forget that government ex- 
penditures will go down and gov- 
ernment tax icceipts will go up." 


The government contribution of 


land that we once made to busi- 
ness was the land of all the peo- 
ple. And the government contri- 
Dution ot money which we now 
make to business ultimately comes 
out of the labor of all the people. 
It is, therefore, only sound moral- 


relieving 
depression 
by giving 


of land and other re- 
subsidies 
sources. 
Thus, from our earliest days we 
have had a tradition of substantial 
government help 
to our system 


of private enterprise. But today 
the government no longer has vast 
tracts of rich land to give away 
and we have discovered that we 
must spend large sums to conserve 
our land from further erosion and 
our forests from further depletion. 
The situation is also very different 
from the old days, because now we 
have plenty of capital, banks and 
insurance companies loaded with 
idle money; plenty of industrial 
productive capacity 
and several 
millions of 
workers looking for 


jobs. It is fo'low inp t/adition 
well as necessity, if government 
strives to put idle money and idle 
men to work, to increase our pub- 
lic wealth 
and to build up the 
health and strength of the people, 
and to help out system of private 
enterprise to function. 


The Cost of Recession. 


It j& going: to cost something: to 
get out of this recession this way 
but the profit of getting out of it 
will pay for the cost several times 
over. 
Lost working- time is lost 


money. Every day that a working 
man is unemployed, or a machine 
is unused, or a business organiza- 
tion is marking time, is a loss to 
the nation. 
Because of idle men 
and idle machines this nation lost 
100 billion dollars between 1929 
and the spring of 1933 
This year 


you, the people of this country, 
are making about 12 billion dol- 
lais less than last year. 


If you think back to the expe- 


riences of the early years of this 
administration you will remember 
the doubts and fears 
expressed 
about the rising expenses of gov- 
ernment. 
But to the surprise -of 
the doubters as we proceeded to 
can y on the program which in- 
cluded public works and work re- 
lief the country grew richer in- 
stead of pooi er. 


It is worthwhile to remember 
that the annual national people's 
income was 30 billion dollars more 
in 1937 than in 1932. 
It is true 
debt increased 
but remember 


that in this increase must be in- 
cluded several billion dollars worth 
of assets which eventually will re- 
duce that debt and that many bil- 
lion dollars of permanent public 
Improvements, schools, roads, tun- 
nels, 
bridges, 
public 
buildings, 


parks and a host of other things 
meet your eye in every one of the 
3,100 
counties 
in 
the 
United 


States. 
No doubt you will be told that 
the government spending: program 
of the past five years did

income. 
They will tell you that

Ity, ac well a* a «ound attribution 
of buying power, that the*bcnefits 
ot the prosperity coming from this 
use of the money of all the people 
should be distributed among all 
the people—at the bottom as well 
as at the top. Consequently, 1 am 
again expressing* my hope that the

Last autumn in a 
sincere effort to bring government 
expenditures and government in- 
come into closer balance, the budg- 
et I worked out called for sharp 
dcreases in govtjinment spending. 


First Estimates Too Low. 


In the light of present condi- 
tions those estimates were far too 
low. 
This new orogram adds 2 


billion and 62 million dollars to 
another i*50 million dollars to gov- 


ernment loans, and the latter sum, 
because they are loans, will come 
back to the treasury in the future 


The-net effect on the debt of 


tho government is this, between 
now and July 1, 1839, 15 months 
away, tho treasury will have to 
raise less than a billion and a half 
dollars of new money. 
Such nn addition to the net debt 


of the United States need not give 
concern to any citizen, for it will 
retuin to the people of the United 
State many times over in in- 
creased buying power and eventu- 
ally in much greater government 
tax receipts because ot the in- 
crease in the ciUzen income. 


What 1 said to the congress in 
the close of my message 1 repeat 
to you. 


"Let us unanimously recognize 
the fact that the federal ciebt. 
whether it be 25 billions or 40 bil- 
lions, can only be paid if the na- 
tion obtains a vastly increased citi- 
zen Income. 1 tepeat that if this 
citizen income can be raised to SO 
billion dollars a year the national 
government and the overwhelming 
majority of state and local govern- 
ments will be 'out of the red.' The 
higher the national income goes 
the faster will we be able to reduce 


the total of federal and state local 
debts. Viewed from every angle. 
today's 
purchasing 
power—the 


citizens' income of today—is not 
sufficient to drive the economic 
system at higher speed. Ucsponsi- 
bility of government requires us 
at this time to supplement the nor- 
mal processes and in so supplr- 
mentmg them to make sui e the 
addition 
is adequate. 
We must 


start again on a long steady up- 
ward incline in national income 


"And in that process, which 1 bo- 


lieve is ready to start, let us avoid 
the pitfalls of the past—the ovt-r 
production, the 
over speculation, 


and indeed all the extremes which 
we did not succeed in avoiding in 
19251. In all of this government 
cannot and should not act alone 
Business must help. J am sm e 
business will help. 


United National Will. 


"We need more than the ma- 


terials of recovery. We need a 
united national will. We need to 
recognize nationally that the ih-- 
mands of no group, however just, 
can be satisfied unless that group 
is prepared to share In finding a 
way to prfiduce the income from

Holds Its Annual Pre-Easter 


Ceremonies With a Crucifixion 


TAOS, N. M. (UP). Blood spat- 


tered stones, lumber aehes and 
crude wooden crosses from which 
hung: human effigies told a mute 
story of Good Friday among Los 
Hermanos Penitentes, the secret 
Spanish religious sect. 


Members of the religious order 


held their annual pre-Easter cere- 
monies 
Thursday 
night. 
With 
bared feet they walked from the 
chapter meeting houses to the hill 
top spots they had selected for 
their 
symbolic 
crucifixion 
of 
Christ. There, while they them- 
selves suffered from self inflicted 
pain, they saw one of their num- 
ber tied to a cross and left to hang 
for several minutes. 


The ceremonies, conducted by 


numerous chapters in New Mexico, 
Arizona, 
Colorado, 
Utah 
and 
Texas, were a revival of the cen- 
turies old custom of Los Herma- 
nos, Penitents, the English trans- 


lation of which ia "th« penitent 
brothers." 


Exactly what transpires at these 
religious fathering! never has been 
ascertained by outsiders. Altho 
some of the members are known 
to authorities and to residents, 
they are reluctant to discuss their 
religion. 


Several travelers reported, 
how- 
ever, that they had seen the 
crosses. Those familiar with the 
ar«a 
knew that the religious 
groups had met at their chapter 
houses, stripped themselves of all 
their clothing except cotton trous- 
ers, beaten tnelr backs with whips 
until they bled, and then climaxed 
their long ritual by walking, bare- 
footed, across 
sharp mountain 
stones to the crucifixions. 


Each individual chapter ha* its 
own ceremony, Each chooses by 
lot one of its members to be 
Christ.

As far as that 


goes, 
there 
is 
no 
substantial 


change contemplated. The Monroe 
doctrine proposes that the United 
States shall interfere with any at- 
tempt of foreign powers to exert 
influence on the western hemi- 
sphere. 
A defense alliance would 


bring a promise of nid to this 
country, from other Americans, in 
the event of invasion. 


Features of flood control plans 


in relation to the Missouri river 
drainage territory are four great 
reservoirs in Kansas and six in 
Missouri. The cost of these will be 
the land required for their loca- 
tions and 
the cost 
of 
building 


dams. It Is proposed to flood these 
reservoirs during seasons of high 
water and to use the stored water 
to maintain an pven flow in the 
river during low water periods. 
This plan finds favor when com- 
pared with levees. It 
keeps the 


water near where it falls to be 
used when water 
is needed to 


maintain a proper flow In the river. 
The levees, probably as costly as 
reservoirs, cost more for mainten- 
ance and merely aid in carrying 
water away as rapidly as possibly. 


The recent Gainesville speech by 


the president is still & matter of 
tnuch discussion In the south. It 
v.iis particularly resented in Geor- 
gia, where It was given, because 
of Apparent efforts of the presi- 
dent to punish Senator George for 
hi* opposition to some of the new 
deal's measures.

News makes the charge that the 
president hopes for the punishment 
o* political leaders in his own 
party In that state. It charges that 
his speech has tended to unsettle 
the labor situation in the south. It

TWO MESSAGES. 


The 
president 
delivered two 


messages Thursday, one to con- 
gress, which represents the peo- 
ple, and the other to the people 
direct. The second message, or 
fireside chat, expanded upon and 
reinforced the first message. Both 
dealt with the same problem, the 
current recession. 


President Roosevelt showed no 


hesitancy in admitting the reces- 
sion and he compared it with the 
depression, to find that the situa- 
tion is not nearly as disturbing 
now as then. He finds that w« 
have made certain gains which 
keep us from slipping* back all the 
way. Money in the banks is safe, 
the farmer's purchasing power has 
been Increased, danger of specula- 
tion ia reduced and national in- 
come has been increased. The 
president, of course, was speaking 
of all farmers. 
Those in the 


drouth area who have experienced 
recurring crop failures, are not 
quite as happy as the farmer pic- 
tured by the president. 


In any event our backsliding has 


been checked at a point above the 
lowest depth of the depression and 
it Is time to climb out of this new 
slough. 
The president offers a 


three point program. He wants 
appropriations for the 
continua- 


tion of work relief; he seeks to 
vastly Increase the credit avail- 
able in the country, and he wants 
to reinforce this program with a 
third 
step which 
contemplates 


providing new work over and 
above the old. This third program 
includes five projects totaling in 
cost about a billion and a half. 
One billion would go to public 
works, 300 million to housing, 100 
million for highways and several 
smaller sums for other activities. 


All this has a very 
familiar 


ring. It is the depression program 
over again, revived and renovated, 
with reinforcements where they 
are thought necessary. 
It means 


that we start spending at an in- 
creased pace, after several years 
of vast spending that has run the 
public debt to a new high. 


Congress does not have to fol- 


low the president's suggestions. It 
is within congress' power to re- 
volt. And while there are men in 
congress who pooh pooh at this 
scheme, there are none who have 
a substitute that promises to 
bring quick relief. The situation is 
a distressing one. The country is 
discouraged to find that it has 
slipped into a recession after such 
a desperate effort to crawl out of 
the depression. It has some doubts 
now, 
about spending our way to 


recovery, that it suppressed when 
the anti-depression program was 
launched. 


The president is the one person 


in public life who exudes confi- 
dence and whose air is reassuring. 
There are millions who will take 
heart at the president's attitude, 
altho question arises in many 
minds concerning the naval build- 
ing program 
and our foreign 


policy, questions which have a 
bearing on, the situation, and were 
not discussed. 


SPENDING. 


Not a great while before his 


death the late Senator Joe Robin- 
son said that "in the time of pros- 
perity we ought to begin to put our 
house in order." He was intimating 
that the era of spending should 
end and an 
era of 
replacement 


should begin. That statement was 
made about a month before his 
death on June 14, 1937. 


The Roosevelt administration of 


national affairs has now entered 
its sixth year. During all of this 
time the nation has been spending 
at a furious rate. There has been 
no effort at replacement. National 
income has been estimated on a 
prosperity basis and a depression 
basis has existed. Since 1929 the 
national debt has been doubled. 
The tax base has been broadened 
and the tax rate has been in- 
creased. To old time conservatives 
the situation appears to be serious. 
To the new dealers, the way out is 
to spend more money. 


Senator Robinson at that time 


said: 


Gentlemen may laugh about 
a 36 billion dollar debt hanging 
over the treasury of the United 
States if they wish to, but with 
all my refined and expanded 
sense of humor I find It Impos- 
sible to laugh about such a thing. 
I recall the time when our 
armiea came out of the bloodiest 
and most cruel war that was 
ever waged on this earth to find 
a debt far below the amount the 
government now owes, and we 
worried about it then. But now 
nobody seems to worry about 
the debt. We spend and we spend 
and we spend, and there are 
some who vote for all appro- 
priations and against all taxes. 


Congress is now being asked to 


increase expenditures. In the be- 
ginning the effort was to beat the 
depression. The effort now is to 
beat the recession. In 
both in- 


stances the cure has 
been the 


same. When another word is found 
for a situation that may follow 
the recession, and there appears to 
be reason to apply it to existing 
conditions, the remedy offered will 
probably be continued 
spending. 


The question is merely how far 
can we go Mong that lliw. 


MOKE OK LESS FftBSONAI* 
Service and civic clubv are try- 


ing; to awaken civic pride in 
Omaha, to the extent that five mil- 
Lion dollars in delinquent taxes will 
be paid. That amount, now pay- 
able, is shown by the tax books. 
One of the devices to be resorted 
to is the checking of employes of 
Omaha business firms. Business 
firms are asked to submit a list 
of their employes to the county 
officials to be checked. The county 
officials will report to the employ- 
ers those who are delinquent and 
the amounts due. Then employers 
are expected to induce employes to 
pay their taxes. 
After this plan 


is worked to a finish other plans 
may be tried. 


If delinquent taxes were all paid 
the financial situation in Omaha 
and Douglas county would be 
eased. Speakers will be assigned 
to present the delinquent tax issue 
to gatherings in that city. Where 
people do not pay taxes, and little 
effort is made to collect what is 
due, public sentiment over how tax 
money is used cannot be expected 
to be very keen. 


The subway under 
Burlington 
tracks near the Havelock depot 
will remove the menace of a busy

and rail crossing 
at 
grade. The subway will be a con- 
nection between the paving on 
highway No. 77 and the paved sec- 
tions of tHavelock, giving safe ac- 
cess to an alternate route to down- 
town Lincoln.

Terry Carpenter challenges Gov. 


Bryan to stump the state and de- 
bate the merits of the Carpenter 
and the Bowker pension plans. 
Now if Terry had challenged Cecil 
Matthews, in place of Mr. Bryan, 
for such a series of debates he 
might have received an accept- 
ance. Mr. Matthews is said to be 
much interested and impressed by 
the Bowker plan. 
Carpenter, in 


his challenge, says the Bryan 
homestead tax exemption plan has 
fallen thru and that Mr. Bryan is 
espousing the old age pension issue 
as the next best thing to gather 
votes. 


County officials 
are 
budget 
minded. County Clerk 
Morgan, 


who was designated as the chief 
budgeteer, has been reading the 
1937 budget law, not to pass upon 
its constitutionality, but to dis- 
cover If he can determine just 
what his duties and the duties of 
county officials are in regard to 
making up budgets for their of- 
fices as required under the statute. 
There seems to be a conflict, Mor- 
gan says, between the new law 
and the law which provides for 
the making of the levy. The law 
in another section provides that 
the levy shall be made on the last 
day of the sitting of the county 
board as a board of equalization 
and the newer act says that the 
board, "prior to the last day of 
the sitting of the board," shall 
adopt the budget. Morgan said it 
seemed to him that the adopting 
of the budget was the making of 
the levy, as it provides for the 
amount of money to be raised by 
taxation. 
The " budgets 
of 
the 


various offices must be in and 
submitted to the county commis- 
sioners by May 1. County officials 
are now working on their budgets. 


Rail Commissioner Good is hav- 


ing: a difficult time of it with hia 
particular child, the truck rate 
schedule. Most of his time since it 
was promulgated has been taken 
up in hearings on complaints that 
rates, particularly short hauls, are 
too high and that if enforced they 
will give back to the railroads a 
lot of business lost during the free 
and easy rate situation of the past. 
This condition arises out of the 
fact that when the schedule was 
being formulated very few sugges- 
tions were made from those who 
are now most active in trying to 
tear it down. So far as the state is 
concerned rate regulation of trucks 
is an experiment, and the number 
of hearings indicates that the com- 
plexities of the problem, were not 
fully realized when the job was 
undertaken, 


A lawyer calls attention^to the 
fact that fewer of the acts "passed 
by the unicameral are being chal- 
lenged in the courts than is usually 
the case following the addition of 
about 200 new laws to the statute 
books. He could recall only four 
cases where any of the 1937 manu- 
facture have been called in ques- 
tion. 
Special 
precautions 
were 


taken by the unicameral to bul- 
wark their laws against attack. 
Not only was every bill subjected 
to a second consideration in com- 
mittee of the whole, but lawyers 
were employed at $25 a day to 
protect their constitutionality by 
reading and amending them.

The one "sound alternative" to 
a 
"rigorous 
regimentation of 
American economy, which could 
probably be enforced only by the 
most ruthless dictatorship ... is a 
return to competitive enterprise," 
—represented by the Hull trade 
program — "freely 
functioning 


within the carefully defined limits 
of government controls established 
for a genuine social purpose." 
This conclusion is reached in a 
survey by Raymond Leslie Buell 
for the Foreign Policy association 
ui co-operation with the National 
Peace conference. Mr. Buell finds 
no answer to the problem of eco- 
nomic security at home in the tra- 
ditional American policy of protec- 
tionism. On the contrary, he de- 
clares, "the logical consequences 
of excessive protectionism directed 
against the foreigner" can be seen 
In the dangerous trend toward 
state and regional self-sufficiency. 
"If these tendencies grow, the re- 
sult is bound to turn America in 
the direction of the articles of 
confederation." 


The Hull trade program, accord- 


ing to Mr. Buell's survey, has re- 
duced duties on 411 commodities 
out of a total of 3,200 in the tariff 
act during the past three and a 
half years. 
On an average, it 


would seem that the duties estab- 
lished under the trade agreements 
continue protection as great 
as 
that prescribed by the 1922 tariff. 
Moreover 
272 
commodities 
on 


which rates have been 
reOuced 


arc non-competitive. 
Thus the 


study shows that tariff reduction 
Is being made with great caution 
BO BS not to disturb established in- 
dustries, but so as to discourage 


further Investments in highly pro- 
tected enterprises. 


After tracing the effects of 


American tariff policies from the 
Civil war period, Mr. Buell cites 
examples 
of 
"the new staten' 
right*." "Having loot a large part 
of its cotton export market as a 
result of high tariffs, the south 
endeavors to move toward aelf- 
suff Iciency. It cannot erect a tariff 
against New England textiles or 
middle western corn. But it can 
offer special inducements to in- 
dustry, such as ft long period of 
tax exemption and cheap labor. 
Southerners begin to ask them- 
selves why, if they can possibly 
grow corn and potatoes on land 
which at one time was used for 
cotton, they should import them 
from Iowa and Maine. The same 
phenomenon is noticeable in other 
parts of the country. A number of 
states in the middle and far west 
have enacted ports of entry laws, 
so that a person crossing the state 
line is stopped almost as if it were 
a European frontier, and in some 
cases he is subject to a special 
tax. 


"Such 
developments 
are 
the 
logical consequences of excessive 
protectionism directed against the 
'foreigner.' For the technique of 
solving social problems . by this 
means does not stop at boundary 
lines. It turns inward and, unless 
checked, threatens the vitality of 
the union itself." 
Turning to recent developments 


Mr. Buell continues: 
"The relation of excessive pro- 
tectionism to instability may also 
be illustrated in the new depres- 
sion of 1937-38. This depression is 
due to a number of causes, but one 
of them is undoubtedly the p£ac- 
tice in certain industries of in- 
creasing: prices far more rapidly 
than wages. As a result, goods 
have piled up faster than purchas- 
ing power. Under a lower tariff, 
competitive imports might 
have 
entered 
the 
country 
in large 
enough quantities to check mount- 
ing price levels and top-heavy in- 
ventories." 


Altho the Hull program does not 
stand for free trade, it is endeav- 
oring to remove an arbitrary and 
socially unjustified form of pro- 
tectionism, " 'Protection* against 
social abuses and unfair competi- 
tion, whether at the hands of do- 
mestic or foreign business, is a 
thoroly justified function of gov- 
ernment. 
But America has been 
suffering from a form of protec- 
tion which haa worked to the bene- 
fit of the inefficient, cut down the 
production of wealth and purchas- 
ing power, and contributed to 
making the American economy 
perhaps the most unstable In the 
world." 


Mr. Buell then analyzes the ar- 
gument that &. high tariff Is neces- 
sary to protect American wages 
against the competition of cheap 
labor. 
While undoubtedly Amer- 
ican labor would suffer from un- 
restricted imports from a country 
such as Japan, it indicates that 
such instances are relatively few 
and should be established by im- 
partial investigation before any 
action is taken. "The United States 
could not be the world's largest 
exporter, competing with 
cheap 
labor all over the world, if differ- 
ences in 'wage rates were decisive. 
The reason we can compete, and 
the reason wages in America are 
high, is not due to the protective 
tariff 
but to our superior 
effi- 
ciency." Only 7 million out of 50 
million workers can possibly re- 
ceive direct 'benefit from a high 
tariff policy; the remainder have 
to pay a hidden tax on account of 
of it. 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 
Q. How long has ink been used?

WASHINGTON 
The 
biggest 
battle in the history of the United 
States ha* just begun—the battle 
to preserve the American dollar 
and its purchasing power. 
It is a battle which may not be 
over In just a year or two, a battle 
that will, if lost, bring untold hard- 
ships for the working people of 
America. It is a battle against 
the worst of economic diseases the 
world has ever known—inflation. 
Sometimes it 
ia called "pump- 


priming." Sometimes it is called 
"deficit financing." Other times it 
is just called "spending for pros- 
perity." 
But, whatever name or term it 
is called, the meaning U histori- 
cally the same. Shall the Ameri- 
can 
people allow the 
printing 
presses to turn out more and more 
government 
bonds, 
converting 


more and more of their bank de- 
posits into 
government 
loans ? 
Shall the government be permitted 
to keep on living way beyond its 
taxable income? 
And shall the 
politicians, headed by the presi- 
dent of the United States, be per- 
mitted to spend the funds of future 
generations, piling up a public debt 
and a government budget 
each 
year that already cannot be met 
by taxes? 


It is a difficult choice to make 
these times in commenting on the 
president's 
program. 
He rightly 
asks for self-restraint. He asks 
for an elimination of hate, tho he 
has engendered more of it than 
any other president in all our his- 
tory. He asks now that the facts 
be glossed over and the country 
be persuaded to believe that pump- 
priming is its salvation. 
He ig- 
nores the alternative programs 
that have been suggested to him, 
the great constructive plans that 
have been on his desk for months, 
but which he refuses to put into 
operation because it would mean a 
confession of error and, mistakenly 
as he thinks, a loss of democratic 
seats this autumn in the congres- 
sional elections. 


To do the 
sound things that 
ought to be done would save the 
democratic 
party. Honest mis- 
takes are forgiven. 
Deliberate 


continuance of errors to save a po- 
litical situation by pumping funds 
into the electorate a few months 
ahead of election this year, as in 
1936, will never be forgiven when 
the public finally learns the truth. 
The 
patriotic 
duty 
of 
the 
moment is not to accept 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's program, but to point 
out its fallacies. To prevent the 
American dollar from being de- 
valued again, to prevent the paper 
money of America from running 
the course that the German mark 
travelled in 1923 is the essence of 
public responsibility for elected of- 
ficials irrespective of party. 
The public debt of the United 
States, federal, 
state and local, 
now has passed the ?55,000,000,000 
mark, a record for all times. The 
only way this debt can ever be cut 
down is by receipts from taxation, 
and already a prohibitive percent- 
age of the national income ia being 
taken for taxes. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
never said a word in his message 
about the frightful economic ef- 
fects caused by the payroll taxes. 
He never mentioned the enormous 
bank deposits—some 559,000,000,- 
000—which now exist, and yet he 
aays there Jg not the necessary 
ability to buy the goods being pro- 
duced. 
Capital, in the form of 
savings, is stagnant in utter fear. 
Governments, like individuals or 
private business enterprises, can- 
not indefinitely borrow to meet de- 
deficits. 
Governments can cut a 
dollar in half and force people to 
accept any monetary unit issued. 
But no government has ever found 
a way to compel human beings to 
value paper currencies in terms of 
goods at a fixed point. The gov- 
ernment of France, in the latter 
part of the 18th century, tried the 
guillotine as a means of holding 
prices down, but bootlegging re* 
suited. 
Virtually every argument being 
made today for "pump-priming" 
was made at the time of the 
French inflation from 1879 to 1793, 
It was contended that times were 
different than they were in previ- 
ous depressions, that government 
issues 
were good because they 


were based on land, the "safest of 
all assets." It was urged that a 
little "pump-priming" would not 
be hurtful, but would be helpful. 
All sorts of alibis were worked up 
and every reason but the sound 
economic reason was accepted by 
the people, who were misled by the 
politicians in the 
national 
as- 
sembly. Altho at first only 400,- 
000,000 units of currency were is- 
sued, the constant demand for 
more and more "pump-priming" to 
keep business going finally 
led, 


after five years, to a total of 3,- 
600,000,000 units, and then the 
printing presses were stopped and 
the plates burned, but not until 
riots by the common people to get 
food had Indicated the folly of the 
whole economic insanity which had 
brought on the "pump-priming" 
policies. 


The recent experience of Ger- 


many 
in post-war days is even 
more pertinent. Gradually, aa the 
Berlin government 
Issued more 


and more paper money, prices rose 
until a week's 
salary 
or wages 


would not buy a loaf of bread. 
The hardships fell on the small 
wage earner, on the fixed income 
recipients like school teachers, city 
and state employes and a host of 
others who could not get their in- 
come increased fast enough to 
keep pace with the rising prices. 
Where is the similarity today? 
There is today no opportunity to 
exchange paper money for gold. 
The bonds issued by the govern- 
ment are virtually forced on to the 
banks, who use the citizen's de- 
posits for that purpose. There is 
no limit on the amount of bonds 
Issued and no means of redeeming 
the bonds or paper currency for 
gold. In a time when there is an 
irredeemable currency, there is is- 
sued what is known usually aa 
"flat money," the principal charnn- 
teristlc of every inflation in his- 
tory. The purposes of govern- 
ments are always proclaimed to be 
benevolent, and it is always un- 
popular to say that the proress is 
harmful. 


Most people think that merely 


printing 
more money helps husf- 


neM3, but what they do not scft isf 
that every issue of four or five 
billion 
dollars more 
of 
bomls 
merely dilutes the strength of the 
existing issues of bonds 
Finally 
comes the day of reckoning when 
debt must be repudiated in whole 


or In part and when th* people 
w^ll not accept paper money unless 
they can freely exchange it for 
gold. 


To take care of persons needing 
relief is essential, of course. 
To 
lend money for reimbursable pro- 
cesses, as when certain housing 
loan* are insured or underwirtten, 
is a sound use of public funds. 
But to make grants and subsidies 
in billions is to repfat the mistake 
made between 1933 and 1938, when 
more 
than $20,000,000,000 
was 
added to the public debt, and yet 
the unemployment rolls now are 
as high as ever. Taxes have 
reached an even higher point than 
ever before and the national in- 
come touched the 68 billion dollar 
mark, only to fall back to the rate 
of 56 billion dollars in the first 
few months of this year. 


What should the president do? 
There are a number of things he 
can do if he were willing to bury 
his political pride and function in 
the public interest. He can bring 
about a modification or postpone- 
ment of the payroll tax and release 
billions of purchasing power now 
being drained in the form of taxes. 
He can stop making speeches like 
the one In Gainesville, Ga., blam- 
ing everybody else but himself for 
the failure of his first pump-prim- 
ing experiment. He can make a 
truce on honorable terms with the 
utilities and cause private pump- 
priming to the amount of at least 
$1,000,000,000 a, year. He can ask 
for amendments to certain sections 
of the securities and exchange act 
that prevent flotation of capital. 
He can make the Wagner act two- 
sided instead of one-sided and stop 
economic losses due to strikes. He 
can stop scaring the owners of 
private property with schemes for 
usurping constitutional rights. And 
finally he can give 
business a 
square deal. 


The president's letter this week 
urging that the penalty tax on 
thrift be maintained In "principle" 
is an excellent example of Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
incapacity to govern 
the United States in a time of 
crisis because of his lack of under- 
standing of the whole economic 
system. He cares more evidently 
about politics than economics. 


The pump-priming 
program 


may 
go thru 
Congress, but 
a 
record should be made now against 
it so that protests will be remem- 
bered when the present outpouring 
of money spends its force and de- 
pression comes back again as In- 
evitably it must when such un- 
sound policies are pursued. Money 
and bonds are being printed today 
irrespective of the capacity of the 
country's economic system'to func- 
tion under the load of taxes some 
day needed to retire debt or ever 
balance a budget, it Is not exactly 
the road to bankruptcy, 
but to 
something much worse—the dic- 
tatorship which inevitably arises 
out of financial 
and 
economic 
anarchy.

THE PUBLIC MIND. 


Would Insert Old Age Assistance 


Clause in Constitution of U. S. 
LINCOLN.—I'm indeed sorry I 
misunderstood V. E. Anderson, 
and. can only say I'm not the only 
one. A group of us discussed his 
articles, along with others, and 
we were all of the same opinion, 
which was condensed into the 
short letter he answered.

Certainly not 
the man who is neither old nor a 
property owner but one with little 
money and a family looking to 
him for food, clothing and shelter. 
What is 2 cents on each dollar you 
say. 
Maybe not much, but think 
in the course of weeks and months 
how it adds up. If you can't, ask 
your wife, she can tell you how 
each penny she saves a day on 
each dollar adds up. If, however, 
we could tax only property of men 
with more than four houses or 
with two cars. What's the use ? 
Each plan has Its drawbacks and 
only time and experimentation can 
find the answer. Each man has his 
plan and a zest for tearing some- 
one else's plan to pieces, but is 
angry if someone does the same 
to him.

TRIBUTE TO WEAVER 


Bays Father of Former Gov- 


ernor Was Sponsor of 


'White Spot.' 


FALLS CITY, Neb. (JP). James 
E. Lawrence, editor of the Lin- ; 
coin Star, told a joint meeting ol i 
the Falls City Rotary and Lions j 
clubs Thursday night Nebraska is ! 
a real "white spot" in the nation j 
because it lacks 'nuisance 
mxes ; 
such as many states have levied. 
•, 
His was the^main address of a 
good will program featuring talks 
and entertainment with 50 Lin- 
coln delegates as guests. 
Mr. Lawrence in his address paid 
tribute to Falls City and this sec- 
tion of. the state by pointing out 
that the constitutional limitation 
• on bonded indebtedness which has 
caused the name of "while spot" 
to be applied to Nebraska was 
fathered here. Its chief nponsor 
was Archibald J- Weaver, fathei 
of former Gov. A> J. Weaver. 
Archibald Weaver was elected ax- 
delegate to the first constitutional 


l convention held in 1871 and at 
that time made a proposal before 
the convention that the bonded 
indebtedness be held to $50,000, 
aaid Mr. Lawrence. A.bloc in the 
convention wanted it set at $100,- 
000.Under Weaver's leadership those 
opposing the larger figure were 
defeated. But these forces were 
not so easily licked, Mr. Lawrence 
pointed out, and the issue came 
up in the convention of '73 and 
this time it was proposed that the 
figure be boosted to $250,000, five 
times the original amount. 
"Weaver again led the opposi- 
tion against the higher figure," 
the speaker declared, "and a com- 
promise eventually was worked 
out fixing the limit at $100,000. 
An indication of the closeness of 
the fight that resulted in the 
amendment on which we hang out 
our title of "white spot" is that 
the difference between those for 
the 
constitutional 
amendment 
which carried and those opposed 
was but 741 votes. 
Pointing to the humble begin- 
ningfl of the financial policy of the 
atate Mr. Lawrence related that 
the first legislature set aside $111,- 
000 for use of all state depart- 
ments for the blennium or $55,500 
for each year. At the second, ses- 
sion it waft boosted to ¥456,000. 
From, then on the increases were 
frequent until at the last session 
th* total aggregate amount was 
W, 000,000. 
M401 of these thoughts are not 


worth, a great deal, however," Mr. 
^awrence said, in pointing out the 
state's present financial position, 
"Without looking also at the way 
In which it has met its needs. 
"It hu not been miserly with its 
dUcena. On its four major activi- 
ties ilnce 1017 Jt hafi spent more 
than $300,000,000.

PROF. W. WJOOK SPEAKS

The question of tenure for col- 
lege professors 
and 
instructors

Prof. W. W. Cook, councilman of 
trie American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors, at a meeting 
of local association members at 
the Y. W. C. A. 
Professor Cook, who was once 
on the Nebraska university fac- 
ulty and is now associated with 
the Northwestern university law 
school, said most tenure contro- 
versies arise over the point at 
which a teacher's status makes it 
unethical for the college or uni- 
versity to dismiss him without 
cause.

In passing sentence, the court took 
into account that she had been in 
jail nearly two and a half years 
while French counter espionage 
agents ran down other members of 
the spy ring.

Action Is First of Its Kind 


to Come Up for a 


Hearing1. ' 


The state liquor commission 
took under advisement Thursday 
the revocation action against M. 
J. Enright of O'Neill, who was 
cited by the commission to show 
cause why his license should not 
be revoked for permitting the sale 
or gift of alcoholic liquor to a per- 
son who is physically or mentally 
incapacitated by such liquor. The 
action is the first one of this na- 
ture to come before, the commis- 
sion since its formation. 
In reviewing the case, J. J. Har- 
ington, 
attorney 
for 
Enrig-ht, 
pointed out the commission is a 
judicial body and therefore can 
take 
away 
Or deny 
privileges 
under the law. 
"The people of the state voted, 
with a 10,000 majorityf that we 
should drink, but attempting to 
prove that a man is drunk is dif- 
ficult when he has "the privileges 
allowing him to drink." 
Harington 
attempted to show 
that the two men whom 
state 
agents said were intoxicated and 
had bought beer from Enright, al- 
legedly had been drinking but they 
were not drunk. The two men in 
question 
were not present to 
testify, but arc being held for trial 
in the municipal court in O'Neill 
on the charge of being intoxicated. 
Harington asked the commission 
to defer action on the revocation 
until the local courts could decide 
whether the two men were drunk 
or not. 
The difficulty of proving a man 
is drunk became apparent during 
the hearing wheii the state agents 
testified the two men who were al- 
leged to be drunk had staggered 
into Enright's place 
of business 
and were 
talking 
in loud and 
abusive language. Night Marshal 
Calkins of O'Neill 
bore out 
the 
agents' testimony, but said one of 
the two men spoke loudly most of 
the time. 
In taking the case under advise- 
ment. Chairman McEachen stated: 
"The commission is not ready to 
decide the case as yet. We feel it 
is our duty to exercise independent 
judgment. The rulings of this com- 
mission do not always coincide 
with those of the courts."

This was the proper 
response. Two diamonds would have 
been a. very bad response, inasmuch' 
as such a bid announces weakness. 
Actually North's hand was far from 
weak, in support of a no trump, but 
It. was not strong enough -to justify 
hope of a minor suit game. With a 
stronger hand North's best bid would 
be three diamonds, but with his ac- 
tual holding a no trump gam* was 
his natural objective. 
West made ther normal opening of 


the spade king and East played in the 
conventionally proper manner by fol- 
lowing with his second highest spade. 
[Unless the partner of the opening 
leader has sound reason for wishing 
a shift of leads he should play his 
second highest to an opening lead of 


king.] Declarer held up the spade 


ace, not being sure of a diamond 
break and wishing to disrupt spade 
communication between the two de- 
fenders. 
West correctly 
continued 


with the spade queen and this, too, 
was allowed to hold. Now West made 
a fatal spade continuation. Declarer 
won, cashed the diamond ace, and 
led another diamond toward dummy. 
West's showing out was a disappoint- 
ment, but there was no choice except 
to continue and clear dummy's suit 
East won and shitted to a club. De- 
clarer clattered up with the ace ane* 
rapidly cashed his nine tricks. 


It had been quite proper for West 


to lead two rounds of spades, but the 
third round was an instance of illogi- 
cal persistence. From West's point ol 
view the only successful defense de- 
pended on East's ability to stop dum- 
my's long diamond suit Since both 
East and South had been shown to 
ft old three spades, and since South 
was marked with the ace, West, after 
getting in two tricks In th* upad* 
suit, should have looked for greener 
flelds. Obviously these should hav* 
been sought only in the club direc- 


tton. It was very unlikely that East 
dad good enough hearts to make a 
aeart shift on West's part advanta- 
geous. But the success of a club shift 
would depend only on finding: East 
with one of the top honors. 


Thus had West analyzed the situa- 


tion reasonably well he would have 
shifted to the fourth best club after 
:ashing two spade tricks. Declarer 
then would have been helpless, as in- 
ieed he was from the beginning, due 
'jo the bad break in diamonds. 
To 


win the club ace would be to estab- 
Jsh three club tricks for the defend- 
ers. To hold up would give them at 
ieast two club tricks. 


The error made by West is of a

Atty, Gen. Hunter said Friday 


he will attempt to get the U. S. 
supreme court to make a final 
decision as to the ownership of 
unappropriated 
water 
w i t h i n 


Wyoming, Colorado and Nebraska 
on April 25. At that time the 
hearing on the intervention peti- 
tion made by the federal govern- 
ment into the water rights suit 
will be heard by the high court. 
The federal government is at- 
tempting to enter the suit on the 
grounds that neither Nebraska nor 
Wyoming is trying to protect the 
rights of the reclamation projects 
in either of the states, Hunter ex- 
plained. 
At the time of the 
supreme 
court hearing, 
Hunter 
declared 
he will attempt to convince the 
court the it should deny the peti- 
tion of the federal government to 
enter into the suit and at the same 
time get a final decision as to the 
ownership of the unappropriated 
waters 
within 
the 
contesting 
States. The water in question, he 
said, is in the North Platte river, 
which is a source of water for the 
vast reclamation projects now m 
the state. 
"The frequency with which the 
federal government attempts to 
enter in water rights cases is ex- 
asperating," Atty. Paul Good de- 
clared. He cited various 
cases 
where the supreme court had held 
the federal government was not a 
party in such disputes. 
Hunter's announcement came as 
a result of a visit to Washington 
where he conferred with state 
senators on the subject, as well as 
holding conferences with depart- 
ment of interior lawyers and re- 
claimation representatives. Repre-

would strengthen the original act 
which he said had not been suf- 
ficiently broad to meet require- 
ments of consumer 
protection 
under modern conditions. 
"The measure contains substan- 
tially all the features of the old 
law that have proved valuable in 
promoting honesty and fair deal- 
ing," Lea said. 
"But it amplifies and strength- 
ens the 
provisions designed to 
safeguard the public health and 
prevent deception and it extends 
the scope of the law to include 
cosmetics, therapeutic devices* and 
certain drugs that now escape 
regulation." 
The bill provides fines ranging 


from $1,000 to $10,000 and im- 
prisonment 
from one to three 
years for violations.

only. He says that the legislature 
never intended to prohibit sales on 
doctor's prescriptions, and that 
when a proscription is presenl etl 
it is not a druggist's duty to 'de- 
termine for what purpose the 
liquor is to be used The prescrip- 
tion 
itgelf, he contends, is an 
absolute defense against prosecu- 
tions. 
The druggist may not put any- 
thing in the compounding process 
that is not railed for by the pre- 
scription, and Picard says that 
compounding means to prepare. 
His attorneys also urge tbnt a 
court should not use the injunctive 
process, where there is doubt as 
to the legality of a practice until 
that douht is removed by a court 
determination, and that the decla- 
ration of the district judge con- 
trary to the established law of 
state and nation.

NEURITIS IS one of th* most 
common of human ailments. Yet, 
it ia probable that many of the 
cases of so-called neuritis are ac- 
tuaMy something else. The pain of 
neuritis, for example, ao closely re- 
sembles that of rheumatism or of 
arthritis that it Is difficult to be 
sure about the diagnosis. 


Neuritis is the name given tho 


inflammation of a nerve. The pain 
it causes is the chief symptom and 
this varies In degree, depending- 
upon the nerve involved. One suf- 
ferer complains of mild pain, while 
another has pain so severe that to 
quiet it requires the administration 
of an opiate. To make matters 
even worse, it sometimes happens 
that more than one nerve ia In- 
volved. 


The victim usually describes the 
pain as burning and tingling. 
It 


runs along the course of the nerve, 
For example. If the facial nerve Is 
affected, the pain is located in th* 
side of the face having the inflamed 
nerve. Accompanying this form 
there is likely to be excruciating 
pain on chewing, swallowing or 
talking. 


Sciatic Nerve 


If the sciatic nerve is involved, 


the pain will be confined to the 
thigh or leg Sometimes there may 
be severe backache, with the pain 
extending down the leg along the 
course of the sciatic nerve. This 
form of neuritis, medically known 
as "sciatica" may be so severe as 
to interfere with walking. 


There are many causes of neu- 
ritis, As a rule, Jt is traced to aom* 
focus or center of infection. Dis- 
eases of the teeth, tonsils, nasal 
sinuses, tfall bladder or intestinal 
tract may produce toxins or poi- 
sons which attack the nerve. 
There may be the history of a 


fall or blow, causing one or several 
nerves to be damaged. At times 
inflammation of a nerve may be 
traced to chronic alcoholism, lead 
poisoning or poisoning produced 
by other metals or drugs. 


Within recent years a form of 


neuritis has been traced to a lack 
of certain essential substances In 
the diet. For example, in beii-bcrJ, 
a vitaVnin deficiency disease, there 
is severe inflammation of certain 
nerves of the body. This particu- 
lar ailment Is caused by a de- 
ficiency of vitamin B In the diet. 


Neuritis is relieved by the appli- 
cation of heat and li made, wor&p 
by (he application of cold. A hot 
water bag, an electric pad or thn 
heat of an rlertrlc lamp usually 
dirmnifahcs tho pain and promotes 
relief

Union Against Public 


Policy 


The supreme couit Friday in an 


opinion by Judge Messmoie held 
valid and enforcible a contract 
made in 1933 under the pro\isions 
of the railway labor act between 
the brotherhood of railway clerks 
and the Union Pacific which pro- 
vided that no man ied women 
should theieafter be employed and 
that all married women then ta 
the employ of the company should 
be discharged 


Validity of the contract waa 


challenged by Agnes Engle Bris 
bin a stenographer in the railway 
auditor s office When she entered 
the road s employ in 1923 aha 
joined an employes union which 
had a similar agreement She was 
secretly mai ned at Papillion in 
1933 and concealed her marriage 
until 1936 When it was discovered, 
representatives of the union com- 
plained 
and she \\ as discharged 


after 30 days notice 
The court says under the facts, 


it does not believe there was inter- 
ference by the brotherhood to sucli 
an extent that the plaintiff s rights 
were violated nor was there any 
intention to bring about a particu- 
lar result by the use of unlawful 
means in the absence of justifica 
tion 
As she is estopped by her 


own conduct from aserttng 
the 


rule is against public policy it is 
not necessary for a determination 
of the case to decide whether or 
not the contract is in restraint of 
marriage or against public policy 
She asked that an exception be 
made in her case because her hus- 
band was not piofitably employed, 
but the brotherhood refused 


The court says the plaintiff de- 
liberately concealed her marriage 
to escape the application of the 
agreement and retained her posi 
tion for more than three years 
meanwhile taking advantage of 
seniority rights cieated under the 
agreement

Tork orchestra of 50 or 75 years 
ago," he said, "you would be sur- 
prised." 
Home orchestras have a vital 
part in developing musical inter- 
est and taste, said Mr. Spaldlng. 
"The person who listens only to 
the great orchestras is in danger 
of developing a passive interest 
in music, but if he has an orches- 
tra in his own community, he will 
listen more eagerly when he hears 
the New York Philharmonic, and 
his interest will be stimulated." 
Mr. Spalding discusse<l .young 
orchestras with & zest surprising1 
in a man •who has been inter- 
viewed for years in countless 
cities. Speaking vigorously, with 
frequent effective 
gestures, he 


told reporters that radio's effect 
on musical taste has on the whole 
been good. He does not join with 
critics who lift their hands in 
horror at the mention of popular 
music. 
"It is men like Mozart, Bee- 
thoven, Brahms who are truly 
popular," lie said, "because they 
endure. For example, a current 
popular piece may sell more in a 
day then Beethoven sells in six 
months.

At Pint Baptist. 


The' Ministerial association serv- 
ice at First Baptist began with the 
church choir's singing of Dubois' 
"Seven 
Last Words from 
the 
Cross" under direction of Dr. R. E. 
Sturdevant. Meditations on the 
seven last words were given by 
Dr. Bryan S. Stoffer, president of 
Doane college, and six. Lincoln 
ministers. 
Quoting the first word, "Father, 


forgive them for they know not 
what they do," Dr. Stoffer asked, 
"To whom could Jesus have refer- 
red when He uttered those words? 
Possibly He referred to the sold- 
iers only. It is doubtful whether 
they themselves knew very much 
about the circumstances relative to 
His death and so, of course, it 
would be rather natural for Him 
to Bay, 'Father forgive these soldiers for 
they really do cot know what they do.' 
"Again, IB it1 possible that Jesus might 
have referred to Herod or to Pilate? 
As 
far as we can see. this would have been 
true. Jesus could have caid. 'father for- 
give Herod and Pilate tor they really do 
not understand what they do.' 
Could Jesus 
have referred to the mob—that group of 
people who had balled Him on one occasion 
as the Messiah, the deliverer of the people, 
-nd a few days later had bowled Just as 
•Igorously for His death? 
If we under- 
stand the depath of the message of Jesus, 
we must'conclude that He meant the mob 
and that He prayed, 'Father forgive these 
people for they know not what they do.* 
"But finally we came to another group— 
the chief, Priest and the leaders of the 
Jewish people. 
Certainly If anyone under- 
stood what was being done, they should 
have 
understood 
it. 
And yet 
I think 
Jesus Includes them, even the chief Priest, 
•when He prayed, 'Father forgive them lor 
they really do not understand what they 
do.''Today It seems to me Jesus la calling 
upon us in the mldat of our uncertain and 
very complex lite to reveal this spirit of 
the Master. Hatred and the divisions built 
upon hatred In our world today are In no 
Benie Christian. We ao frequently demand 
the pound Of flesh. 
It we are really to 
become disciples of the Master, we must 
be able to say, 'Father forgive them for 
they krtavf not what they do.' " 


The Second Word. 


Speaking on the second word, 


Rev. H. O. Martin said in part: 
"Our Lord Jesus had just prayed 
for the few men who conducted 
His 
execution. 
He 
prayed for 


their forgiveness. 
The two men 


crucified on either side evidently 
heard this prayer. One malefactor 
railed on Him, but the other is 
awakened 
morally 
and 
deeply 


moved spiritually. He rebukes the 
other criminal and makes this re- 
quest of Jesus, 'Remember me.' 
It is like saying, Remember me 
in your prayers. Very often peo- 
ple now say, Remember me in 
your prayers, when in trouble. 


"God in the person of Christ entered 
Into the experiences of mankind. 
He knew 


hunger 
In the wilderness, thirst In Sa- 
maria, joy at the wedding in Cana and 
fellowship aa a guest at many a dinner. 
Now He enters into the terrible experience 
of a. criminal dying on the hated cross, 
and He shown His compassion. 
Here the 


pitiful thief who Is ft moral sinner needs 
JSUB Who IB the compassionate savior. 
"We have here net before us the teach- 
ing that Jesus same to save dinners. 
The 
one sinner who desired salvation—to him 
it was granted. 
The hardened criminal 


•who did not seek aalvatton—for 
pardon was offrcd. 
Thld Incident 
to us the heart of the compassions 
lor of such as turn unto Him." 
The Third Word. 


Of the third saying from the 


cross, "Behold thy son . . . behold 
thy 
mother," 
Rev. 
David 
R. 


Beecher said in part: 
"Jesus had nothing else to give 
as a parting gift, but He gave 
these two to each other, and en 
riched them both. He showed His 
own loving heart and faithfully 
discharged hia filial duty. 


"He taught uB the lesson that I< 
beat made up when we sec Him pointing 
thru them to new offices of help to others. 
If we let Him, He will point ua to what 
will fill the empty places in our hearts 


The Fourth Word. 


Rev. E. Lament Geissinger spoke 


on the fourth word, "My God, My 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?" 
Pondering the meaning of Christ's 
cry, he said in part: 
"The 
excruciating 
psychical 
stress and pain of those hours on 
the Cross all seemed to be _ " 
mized in this agonizing cry, phy- 
sical suffering was genuine. His 
spiritual suffering 
was 
of 
far 
greater moment; our hearts re- 
spond sympathetically to that. The 
cardinal virtues of the human race 
are seen exemplified in Him. 'Out 
of the heart are the issues of life;' 
'The 
latter 
killuth, 
the spirit 
makcth alive;' 'God so loved the 
world that He gave His only be- 
gotten son. that whosover believoth 
in Him might 
have 
everlasting 


life;'—all of thes« have a hearing 
on an adequate interpretation of 
this cry from Calvary. Hia life 
waa the high spiritual contribution 
of God to the human race. Spiritual 
suffering is far greater than phy- 
sical. The cry came from that ex- 
perience. This would eeem to be 
assuring for every Christian. The 
cross, the crucifixion, the suffer- 
ing, the death of our Lord, were 
not a set-up, they were very, very 
real.' Hence the cry, a movement 
of the spirit. 


"The awful loneliness of Iho 
revealed In His struKRl« to achieve tho will 
of tho Heavenly Father. Surely even those 
who do not profess to call themnclvea Chris- 
tians, must have snmo sympathy foi 
element In the mifrcrinKS of < 
Who was tha Lam bof God, me 
AitiKiur 
teacher. Iho exemplary human life, tempted 
in all ihlnKs like HS we are yrt without rln 
—who can for a moment misunderstand 
the loneliness In which He .fntind hlmself2 
•He trod the winepress alone.' 'It waa nlonc 
the CavJour died.' 
and no 
amount of 
rationalizing has the power to wipe out the 
facts of that loneliness. 
"The world's problcmr, the world's mif- 


fcrlng, the world's •aivalfon. God's Rrrat 
love for the world, the load laid upon the 
Chrl.it—He .-xpcrlnnr.''! It al and even tho 
utterinft such a cry ultimately 'ramft tnru. 
and w* are 
here 
u d n y '" 
witness the 
spiritual power relearM l,y his Vlclory." 
The Fifth Word. 
Speaking of the fifth word, "I 
thirst," Rev. William G. Rembolt 
said in part: 
"In the first place, I would have 


you notice that these words are of 
tremendous significance 
because 


they reveal the intense physical 
suffering of the Christ in these lat- 
ter moments of His life on earth. 
For six long hours He had hung 
on those cross arms in a most 
unnatural position with the hot, 


orrt. He 


Oriental sun beating down upon 
His bare form. For six long hours 
He endured the aches of those 
strained 
muscles and 
cramped 


joints; the burning wounds in His 
hands and feet which must have 
torn a little deeper with every 
passing minute; the 
throbbing 
caused by the lacerated nerves 
which became more and more in- 
flamed and feverish with each mo- 
ment; the interruption of the nat- 
ural circulation; the loss of blood 
and all that was involved must 
have kindled an internal fire and 
fever which caused His head to 
ache, the heart to grow faint, and 
a sickening dizziness to come over 
Him that caused Him to cry out, 
'I thirst.' 


"All of the suffering that this 
cry from the cross brings to mind 
cause these words to be fraught 
with tremendous significance at a 
time like this when selfishness and 
s%lf-centered living has become the 
common thing and suffering for 
others has become so obsolete that 
the thought of sacrificial self- 
giving for others has virtually be- 
come ancient history. 


"Again, these words are significant to- 
day because they reveal the Intense spir- 
itual suffering of Jesus, the yearning of 
the soul of the Christ. This cry can not 
be held within the realm of the physical. 
It Is also the deep cry of the eoul. Thru 
it Jesus gave expression of His earnest 
desire to restore the consciousness of the 
communion with the Father which He ap- 
parently for the moment of Intense suf- 
fering and pain had loat. 
This was a 
moment In the life or Jesus when the 
Father God seemed farther away than at 
any other time. . At this point Jesus no 
doubt felt as did the Psalmist and with 
the 
Psalmist 
cried out, 'As 
the 
hart 
panteth, after the water brooks, so pant- 
Uh my soul after thee, O God.1 


"Moreover, 
these words are significant 
today because they present to us a chal- 
lenge to a greater thirst—a greater re- 
sponsiveness—to the Christian [deals and 
virtues to which 
Jesus' 
suffering 
and 
death challenge us. 
Hia patient 
suffer- 
ing and trust should awaken within us 
a more 
sympathetic 
and 
trustful 
life 
that la less apt to complafn when con- 
fronted with adversities. 
His 
faith 
in 
humanity despl etits maltreatment of Htm 
should cause us to hang 
our heads 
In 
shame due to the fears, suspicions 
and 
"strust that we have of our 
neighbors. 
i sacrificial 
self 
giving 
should 
chal- 
. ge us to a life of Christian mnllstry 
to the needs of those less fortunate than 
we are, remembering His words when He 
said, 'Inasmuch as we did It unto one of 
the least (ot these my brethren, ye did It 


The Sixth Word. 
"Father unto thy hands I com- 


mend my spirit," the sixtb word, 
was discused by Rev. Ray E, Hunt. 
Describing the shameful cruci- 
fixion, he said in part; 


"What does He now feel about 


this adventure ? Could one taut 
sympathize if He was bitter with 
frustration and defeat? We might 
even have felt that invectives 
vindictively hurled at the crowd 
were justified. 
Surely He would 


have been justified in lamenting 
His defeat. There might have been 
a whole chorus of 'itf's.' 


"For 
this dying mun had had his -tri- 
umphant moments. There had been 
en~ 
thuslostic acclaim from the crowds. There 
had 
been the vindication 
of signs and 
wonders, the comfort of human adoration, 
men had offered to die for him and to 
mobilize the disciples ot force to further 
his dream. But there is no bitterness, no 
vain regrets ,no sense of defeat or frustra- 
tion. There Is the poise and calm born ot 
confidence and faith. The first stage of 
the adventure was about to close. The out- 
come of Me second part of the adventure, 
that Is, entrusting it to others, was pre- 
dlctlble from the success of the first. 
"And what does he say? Confidently, oh 
so confidently, he says. 'Father, into Thy 


"He'believed that*love was the great- 


of the largest fulfillment of human poten- 
tialities. Mls-htler than the armies of Rome 
or the philosophies of Greece. A thesis that 
docs not escape challenge in our day of 
frantic 
searching. There 
arc those who 
assume that the universe la basically quan- 
titative 
and all qualitative aspects arc 
subjective 
fantlcies. 
These challenges to 
Christianity arc not to be dismissed as 
hoar frost that melts In the sun 
They 
draw the modern battle lines for us. Faith 
must have a cosmic rootage, or It U In- 
adequate as a way of lire."
